right already, and no court will 
uphold a commissioner or warden 
in prosecuting a farmer for killing 
a deer which was destroying his 
crops. I do not see why they have 
ao much to say on this point, for 
whenever I have been asked any 
questions on this subject, by 
farmers or others, I have invari¬ 
ably replied to this effect. There 
has never been a farmer prosecuted 
in this State for defending his 
property against wild animals, 
and there never will be while I am 
commissioner. If a deer, or 
herd of them, trample down a 
farmer’s oat field, the game law 
gives him aa much right to kill 
them as he Would have to kill a 
hawk which was carrying off hie 
chickens 6 r a bear wh|ch he 
caught eating one or his sheep. 

“I do not understand why the 
farmers or a few Of them ignorant* 
ly per*lat in attacking our game 
laws on this point. A law by the 
Legislature would give them no 
more rights in tbej.matter than 
they have now# 

“While the common law of this 
and every other State'thus gives 
the farmer the right to protect his 
property against wild animals, it 
does not give him possession of the 
.wild animal so killed. The deer 
is the property of the State, and 
whea it la protected the farmer 
has no right to eat venison Or seVi 
IbJbough he.has a right to kill 
the deer if it was damaging his 
property. In Such a ease his 
honest, lawful course would be to 
notify the authorities, who would

Cleanliness does not euro disease, 
but it does assist the body in

Wo alt know this ; we all bo* 
lieve in cleanliness; but we do 
not ail fully realize what the term 
denotes. It moans more than a i 
mere washing of face and hands.! 
It means more than a bathing 
from head to foot. It means more 
than shampooing. It means more ! 
than the Use of a toothbrush. A 1 
person whose auditory canal is at 
all tortuous, cannot do Without an ' 
occasional syringing with warm 
water, and ho can hear better after 1 
such treatment. ^ 1 

But that is not all. The liberal 
usebf water between meals is ab¬ 
solutely required by the kidneys. 
And the intestines make a similar 1 
demand. A diet which is too con¬ 
centrated is as injurious as a diet 
which is too dry. We must select 


food which is nutritious and di¬ 
gestible and which docs not do 
positive harm. But we must also 
use food which, while it is not 
j harmful, would not of itself sup- 
j port vigorous life, and which is 
valuable mainly because it gives 
i bulk to the food and is a vehicle 
for the removal of impurities from 
the intestines. Such vegetables 
as the onion, egg plant, squash, 
aud so on, when stowed, and catt- 
teloupes, pears and the like—-these 
foods in rational ouantities can do 
no harm, and they have a direct 
and positive value as cleansing 
agents. 

Deep breathing is important, 
not merely because of what it 
brings to the Jungs, but also bo. 
cause of what it takes from tha- 
orgaa, because points not other¬ 
wise reached are compelled to give 
tip their impurities and make 
place for the more rapid removal 
of waste products. 

And, lastly, in earing for the 
body we ihust also care for the un* 
derwoar. Most of us cannot afford 


fresh clothing, morning and even¬ 
ing, Bnt we can do the next best 
thing. We can turn an undershirt 
inside out, shake it by the steeves, 
and changing grasp, shake the 
other side; Wearing it inside nut 
one day and outside out for tho 
[day following, shaking it. vigor¬ 
ously at each change. And the 
process is worth trying, for much 
of the dirt from the body which 
ciiugs-to the cloth is dry and can 
be shaken off before it is rubbed in. 
It is necessary to consider such 
details occasionally. We must 
realize the full meaning of cleanli¬ 
ness. Per while the rules of 
health are plain and simple, they 
have many applications.—Vim.'

When Budd Doble, the veteran dri¬ 
ver, drove the green trotter Kinney 
Lou under the wire a winner of the 
Empire Stakes for trotters in the 2,20 
class, at .the Empire City Park, enthu¬ 
siasm knew no bounds, A perfect 
pandemonium of cheers broke loose. 
Hats flew in the air, handkerchiefs 
fluttered in the. breeze, and ■ a wild 
stampede was made for the judges’ 
stand by a throng eager to grasp the 
famous reinsman.by the hand.. 

“Of course, I am overjoyed at the re¬ 
ception accorded me,” said Doble. “It 
was a tribute that.J shall not soon for¬ 
get. In all my years;on the trotting 
track I was never so touched as I was 
by the cheers with which my victory 
With Kinney Lou was greeted. It car-. 
Tied me back to the day when I drove 
Dexter under , the wire in 217 1-4, 
which was a- world’s record. That 
.was in' 1867,' just thirty-sik years ago, 
“No, I don’t mind telling my age. I 
am sixty-one years old. I was born 
in the suburbs of Philadelphia. I 
don’t know when I first took to driv¬ 
ing; but as some are born with silver 
spoons in their mouths, I was born 
With reins in my hands. I have been 
among, horses from my earliest'infan¬ 
cy, and I don’t remember the date 
when I made my debut. as a drived. In 
my career I have developed three 
champions—Dexter 2.17 1-4; gold¬ 

smith Maid, 2,14; and Nancy Hanks, 
2.04. 

“Goldsmith Maid's record was. made 
in 1874. It js doubtful if any one at 
that time expected to see the record 
lowered to its present figure. I am 
free to confess that I would have con¬ 
sidered anyone insane., had he .old me 
that I would ever drive a green horse 
a heat in 2.07 3-4 in a field of fourteen; 
and yet this is what I did easily with 
Kinney. 

“It wap in 1802 when T drove the 
peerless Nancy Hanks a mile in 2.04. 
Her speed fairly electrified me. I 
could scarcely believe the figures, and 
for awhile I thought Ihe track -was 
short or the watches wrong, or both, 

I had to trot her several times near 
her record figures before I could con¬ 
vince myself that new and sensational 
world’s figures had been established. 

“To what cause more than, another 
do I attribute the wonderful speed at¬ 
tained by the horses of to-day? . To no 
one cause. AH.the appliances have 
something to dp with the fast time 
made. The wonderful progress made 
In mechanical contrivances of all Kinds 
plays po small, part in the new records. 
The sulkies of to-day are marvels of 
lightness compared with those in use 
When Dexter did Goldsmith Maid 
tnade their records. 

“The pneumatic wheels have clipped 
Several seconds off the average time 
made in all events. The boots, har¬ 
ness and, in fact, everything a horse 
uses or Wears in afjrace to-day are 
marvels of strength and lightness com¬ 
pared with those in vse when I first 
began my career as a driver of horses. 
The appliances at the command of the 
driver are almost countless, and each 
and every one has' its particular value. 

“Then, again, the track cuts no small 
figure in the calculations of a driver to¬ 
day, Men know more about the kind of 
earth to pack together to .promote 
fepeed. Their knowledge of how a 
track should be banked at the different 
turns so as to, offer the least possible 
resistance is phenomenal. Why, a few 
years ago, I always calculated upon, 
losing time at each turn. Now one 
scarcely notices the turns. Had I dri¬ 
ven around the turns in my first .race 
at the speed I drove Kinney Lou this 
afternoon. I would not have been here 
to tell the tale. I should 'have been 
in a frightful mix-up, and should have' 
lost one or both my high wheels, had 
hot a more serious accident occured, 

“I am firmly convinced that the 
horses'of a quarter of a century ago 
Mere just as good as those of to-day. 
There were as fast and as game and 
true 1 horses then ns now, Of course, 
there Were not so many, but f am firm¬ 
ly convinced that if 1 had Goldsmith 
Maid to-day I could, with the present 
up-to-date appliances at my command, 
drive her in at least eight seconds bet¬ 
ter than her record time of 2.14, which 
stood for so long. Who knows? t 
might make her champion,” be added, 
Under his breath, with a far-away-look 
in his eyes, as if he were driving tills 
great mare, whose doings fill so much 
of the trotting world's history in one
